PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION. 




Hon. .lamps N. Kehoe, the Ninth dis- 
trict's eloquent young Representative in 
Congress, was not only tendered, by a 
unanimous voice, the nomination of bis 
party for re-election at Wednesday's con- 
vention, but be was tendered an ovation 
at tbe bands of his home people and of 
the Democrats of the district such ae 
few men of his age have ever received. 

The convention was a political love 
feaet, and all took their departure feeling 
that it was good to have been there. 
The proceedings were marked by greatest 
harmony and unanimity, and never have 
the Democrats of the Ninth entered upon 
a campaign with brighter prospects of 
victory. Mr. Kehoe's re-election by a 
largely increased majority is predicted 
with the greatest confidence. 

Never has Maysville's handsome opera 
house presented a more beautiful ap- 
pearance. The ladies who had charge of 
the decorations had wrought a wonder- 
ful transformation. An immense Mag 
was tbe central object at the rear of the 
Btage, with streamers and bunting and 
smaller Hags in great profusion. Over 
the front of k the stage was suspended a 
portrait of Mr. Kehoe, while resting on 
easels atfeither side of the stage were 
portraits of Bryan and the lamented Goe- 
bel. The private boxes were draped in 
(lags, the supports of the balcony were 
entwined with the national colors, and 
streamers of bunting hung from front of 
balcony and gallery. When the electric 
light* were turned on the decorations 
were indeed most beautiful. 

The convention was called to order at 
11 o'clock by Hon. Claude Desha, of 
Cynthiana, who held proxy a from State 
Chairman Young. Hie remarke were 
brief but to the point. He congratulated 
the Democrats of Kentucky upon the im- 
proved order of affaire brought about by 
the present State administration. The 
assassins that once lurked about the 
Bute Capital were (some of them at 
least) now behind good strong bars, and 
would Buffer the penalty of a violated 



law. The Democrats of the Ninth dis- 
trict were especially to be congratulated 
upon the harmonious condition that pre- 
vailed in the ranks. With an organiza- 
tion such as tbey had two years ago, be 
felt there was no doubt whatever that 
the nominee of this convention would be 
elected bv an increased majority. That 
Democratic prospects were of the bright- 
est was evident from tbe fact that the 
Republican nomination is going a beg- 
ging. The Chairman closed his remarks 
by introducing Rev. Dr. J. C. Molloy of 
the Central Presbyterian Church who 
opened the convention with prayer. 

Mr. Geo. B. Martin, of Boyd, was re- 
quested to act as Secretary during the 
preliminary organization. 

The temporary organization was effect- 
ed by the ' unanimous election of Mr, 
Desha for Chairman and Mr. Martin for 
Secretary. 

As there were no contests, the appoint- 
ment of a Committee on Credentials was 
dispensed with. A call of the counties 
was taken and the following committees 
were then named :

On motion of Mr. Slattery the conven- 



tion took a recess until 1:15 p. m. 

When the convention reconvened, 
Hon. W. A. Byron, Chairman of the 
Committee on Organization, reported a 
resolution making tbe temporary organi- 
zation permanent. The report was unan- 
imously adopted. 

The Committee on Resolutions not be- 
ing ready to report, Hon. W. A. Byron 
was called for and spoke at some length, 
paying Congressman Kehoe a high com- 
pliment, and discussing some of the State 
and national issues. 

Judge Oaborne, of Cynthiana, pre- 
sented the report of the Committee on 
Resolutions, as follows: 

Rxoluit, That we endorse the course o( the 
Democrats In the Congress of the t'nlted States 
it) general, but of our gallant young Represent* 
tlve, J«mes N. Kehoe. In particular, and pledge 
our earnest and uudivided support to the nomi- 
nee of this convention. 

Second. We solicit the aid of independent vo- 
ters of this district In our effort to control the 
lower House of Congress, believing that tbe in- 
terests of the people and the welfare of the 
country will be best subserved by having tbe 
Democratic party in control of that body. 

Third, We endorse the present Democratic 
State administration in its economical and peace- 
ful conduct of affairs. 

Fourth, Weadopt thegamecock as tbe emblem 
under which our nominee shall be placed upon 
the official ballot. 

On motion of Judge Osborne the reso- 
lutions were adopted, without a dissent- 
ing vote. 

Tbe counties were called for nomina- 
tions. When Mason was reached, Mr. 
C. Burgess Taylor responded, and in an 
eloquent speech presented Hon. James 
N. Kehoe, reviewing bis eplbndid record, 
and paying a glowing tribute to his 
sterling worth as a man, a citizen of 
Maysville and a Representative in Con- 
gress Hon. C. L. Williams, of Boyd 
County, caught the crowd in his speech 
seconding the nomination, and had them 
shouting with applause as he made his 
telling points in favor of Mr. Kehoe and 
at the expense of the Republicans. 

On motion of Mr. Slattery the nomina- 
tion was made unanimous. C. L. Wil- 
liams, of Boyd, Geo. B. Cay wood, of 
Rowan, Hon. Frank Powers, of Carter, 
Mr. Sharp, of Nicholas, and Judge Doni- 
phan, of Bracken, were appointed a com- 
mittee to notify Mr. Kehoe. He was 
escorted to the stage, and amid frequent 
and enthusiastic applause accepted the 
honor. He said : 

Mr. Chairman, Ixtdit* ami Ftlloir-lhmorraU: We 
said we would, and we did redeem this district. 
We say we will and we will keep it redeemed. 
The victorious flag of Democracy has been "put" 
to stsy in the Ninth. I feel easy on this because 
I rend in the faces of those before me the same 
enthusiastic determination that marked your 
conduct of the game and gallant light of two 
years ago. We entered that contest with many 
misgivings that do no,t confront us now. We 
tnude It fairly and won it ho—Stir, and we will 
make and win this one the same way: but, by 
an increased majority. A thousand insj irity 
will belittle enoiiRh this time. boys. (A voice, 
' We'll make it more than that)." let us be sat- 
isfied with nothing less and aim to get more. 
Tbe same work that won two years ago will g«-t 
it. Then our party was beset with troubllug dif- 
feiences in tbe nation and in the State, tbe 
strong current of political events was against us, 
tbe opposition was fortltled, united and in the 
saddle. We were but part of an ununited 
whole. With all tbe odds against us you made 
and won that fight. 1 see before and about me 
the men that did it. and aa one good turn de- 
serves another I know you will repeat the dose. 
1 especially congratulate you. as a result of that 
campaign, upon the good effects follo-.ving re- 
establishment of Democratic supremacy in Ken- 
tucky, and am sure that you have not and never 
will forget the Republican Ills that afflicted us 
before that happy event, or tbe hero that they 
martyred to our cause, tbe brave and braiuy 
Wm. (ioebel. 

There has been somewhat of a shifting of 
scenery and changing of conditions since we 
made our last fight. Now, thank God, we are 
united in tbe State and nation and our troubling 
differences are behind us : the current of politi- 
cal events la flowing our way, the enemy Is di- 
vided : we are somewhat in the saddle ourselves, 
and, as for mvself, held fast by your nomination 
of to-day, I intend to stick. Throughout the na- 
tion the giant of Democracy, happy, hopeful and 
confident, arrayed in bis old-time armor, enters 
the approaching Congressional campaign to do 
battle for the whole people, down the trusts and 
free tbe Philippines. We've had a bard old-time 
of it, boys, but it's all over now. Tbe next Con 
greas will be Democratic, the first for eight years. 
For tbe first time in the history of tbe Republi 
can party it is divided upon the important que* 
tion of the tariff, and the present session of ton 
gres* is the only time they have ever found 
themselves in power and unable to enact such 
laws, upon that question, aa their leaders dic- 
tated. Their party has lived upon and won most 
of ita victories with the "fat" fried from tariff 
spoilsmen ; but, at laat the time has arrived 
when the spoilsmen cannot longer agree upon a 
diviaion of the spoils, and consequently this 
"Robber Baron" against which we hava so long 
and arduously labored is about to come to judg- 
ment. Tpon this rock they seem destined to go 
to pieces. So may it be. 1 never shall forget 
the impression made upon me as 1 sat, your 
member of the great American Congress, on that 
memorable 18th day ot last April, and saw forty- 
one regularly elected party Republican mem- 
bers, in opposition to their leaders, march down 
the aisles of that historic house and caat their 
votes with the Democrats upon a tariff reduc- 
tion bill. We Democrata bad caucused, and, 
true to the teachings of our party, stood aa one 
man, ready to put into execution, our faith. 
For days the debate bad gone on. The Republi- 
cans bad caucused and re-caucused. The Presi- 
dent, Speaker, Senators and all the strong In- 
fluences known to that powerful and practical 
party were at work. The "party lash" had been 
used until the cracker was worn off. Every- 



thing that could be had been and was feeing 
done to woo or drive tbe "Insurgents" Into Hue 
Knowing the heretofore great eflect of the pow 
erful influences this practical party had at work, 
we of tbe minority could not approach the end 
with great confidence of a substantial Republi 
lean bolt: but, finally, at about (i p. m., an hour 
after the death of a regular legislative day. with 
the sun so far In the West that It barely Illumed 
tbe dime of the Capitol, the hour for the final 
test came. Tbe tellers were appointed and took 
their places. The all-powerful and active 
Speaker was upon the floor and took his place at 
the head of tbe Republican columu. and was the 
first man to march through and record himself 
in favor of tbe powerful sugar trust, and close 
behind bim followed all they could command,— 
only l •*>, When they had been counted, up 
rose the united Democracy and "Insurgent" Re- 
publicans and started for the center aisle. It 
was apparent that we had them, and Imjiui 
cratic applause broke out. but a "s-h-s" pasted 
along the line. We hushed and halted. Our 
leader motioned to tbe "insurgents" to go first, 
and as forty-one of them passed through, the 
Speaker stauding nearby and eying each, and 
the Republican leader, Mr. 1'ayne, placing his 
hand upon their arms and countiug tbem, all 
was aa quiet as death. 

Lasting upon me shall be the impression 
created by tbe suspense of that momeut and the 
grim determination that shown in the faces of 
these strong and able men. Scarce a minute 
and they had all voted and then through went 
Mr. Richardson and every other Democrat to a 
man. We did not lose a single one. Soon as 
the vote was announced there was, of course, 
prolonged Democratic applause and great re- 
joicing on our side of the chamber, for it was 
the first event of tbe kind iu the long history of 
our fruitless war against an excessive tariff. 
Verily it was a sight fit for the Democratic gods ' 
How 1 wish you could have all been there to 
have seen it: but you will get to celebrate the 
event with bonfires at the close of tbe uext 
Presidential campaign, which we will win ou 
that issue. We have long realized that so long 
aa the beneficiaries of an uniust tariff could agree 
upon tbe division of tbe spoils that it would be 
difficult to defeat them, and that our greatest 
hope of success lie in tbe happening of the event 
which always brings to honest men their Just 
dues. Trusts are the legitimate children of ex- 
cessive tarlrt rates. In their greed, and, true to 
their nature, they have commenced to feed upon 
one another, which will redound to our ItMQSM 
and the good of the American people. In Its 
usual annual effort to fool the people some more 
the Republican party Is working a Mull' at 
prosecuting the trusts. This action Is made nec- 
essary by tbe present clamor of the people agalMl 
the Iniquities of the beef and other trusts. But, 
the action of the administration is a clear bluff, 
with no sincerity whatever behind It, and only 
intended to aid the Republican party In the ap- 
proaching C ongressional election. It is a plain 
proposition that the presetil admiuistratiou is 
as Irieudly to tbe trusts as its Republican pre- 
decessor, and that it does not mean to use the 
law against them, t'util very recently they have 
been declaring that there was no law uuder 
which the trusts could be prosecuted; but they 
knew better all the time. As contended by the 
Democratic party In the last campaign, there Is 
ample law with whicti to smash all the trust*. If 
tlu- administration was disposed to use It against 
them. But It is not, and that day will never 
come until we have a real Democratic admiuis- 
tratiou. 

In tills, as in previous campaigns, our Repub- 
lican friends will, of course, be willing to dese- 
crate "old glory" fur pHrty purposes. We may 
therefore expect to hear a great deal from all 
their speakers, from tin- wild and rough Boost 
velt down, about it staying "put" wherever it 
uow lloats, ste. They will endeavor to hide the 
Issue ot what our foreign policy should be be- 
hind our sacred Hag and cry "copperhead" and 
• traitor" at all who have the courage to op| 
a cruel and foolish foreign policy. 1 believe that 
every true Americau bus the same love aud rev- 
erence for the stars aud stripes, regardless of his 
politics, aud stands ready to make tbe same sac 
rltlce for it. No peop'e could love their flag 
more devoutly than Americans do and no people 
ever bad greater cause to be prouder of theirs 
than we have of ours. As for me. Hod knows I 
love It with tbe teudereat tenderness and I 
never shall, either in or out of (ongres*. vote or 
do any act that will detract from iu glory. I 
will not consent to iu belug driven from thi 
Philippines or knocked down by anybody, any 
where. And this Is the position of the Demo- 
cratic party ; aud yet we do not favor iu remain 
tng In tbe Philippines. Tbe Democrat c party Is 
opposed to scuddling out of there to our dlsltM 
or and is opposed to staying there to our Injury 
aud disgrace. We arc opposed to all government 
by force aud do not waul the Fllippiuos at any 
price. We are opposed to allowing the flag to be 
forced down by any people, and are opposed to 
forcing it up over any people. We believe that 
It should be protected agaiust disgrace with the 
same sacrednesN that it should be guarded from 
defeat. It was never intended to be tbe inhabi- 
tant of a country transformed into a 'bowling 
wilderness" by officers serving under It. Be- 
neath it's sacred folds should scowl no conquered 
subjecu. It Is: tbe emblem of freedom and should 
float over no other kind of people. 

It is the policy of the present administration 
to subjugate the Philippines and make i f them 
a colony, to rule tbem by force, to tax them 
without represenutlon aud to divide their lands 
and waters amoug favored friends aud corpora- 
tions. In my opinion this is not and never 
should become American, aud I never shal, 
favor a policy like thisiu the I'hlllppinesor else- 
where. Our party proposes that within ninety 
days after tbe Filippinos quit shooting at our 
Mag aud all armed hostilities shall have ceased 
tbe Taft Com mission shall have an electlou In 
the islands and allow the people to select a con- 
gress of 100 members and a Senate of thirty 
members of their own people for the conduct of 
their own affairs. .This Congress to be elected 
for tour years, and the Prealdent of the V. 8. to 
appoint a chief executive officer who shall have 
a veto power upon said Congress in all matters 
touching their foreign relatione during said time 
aud at the end of which time the whole Govern- 
ment aud country Is to be turned over to them, 
except a few neoeaaary coaling, naval aud tele- 
graphic stations, which should be retained lor 
our future use. But, with tbe proviso that if, at 
the end of tbe four years, the Philippine Govern- 
ment is uot strong enough to stand alone, theu, 
upon their request, we will continue our super- 
vlaion over their affairs for as much as sixteen 
yeara longer, our bill properly providing, of 
course, for the protection of treaty we made with 
Spain, and fully and safely guarding the Juat 
rights of our people and the dignity of our flag. 



We simply mean to give to that cntintrv what our 
forefathers demanded Eugland should give to 
this; and what we have Just given to Cuba- 
liberty— the most sacred and sought after posses- 
sion of mankind. 

The Royalists of Great Britain are lo-day re- 
joicing because they have Just succeeded In kill- 
ing two republics, and are uow about to crown 
a new king. We are glorifying over the fact that 
a new republic, our citation— t'uba— has just 
been bom into tbe world. The Democratic party- 
believes in making people free and creating re- 
publics, feeling that thereby they and all tbe 
world are better off. The Republican leaders of 
to-day, contrary to tbe teachings of tbe Ira- 
mortal founder of their party, advocate the 
adoption of Great Britain's po'icy by this coun- 
try and Intend to put us Into the colony business. 
Which horu of that dilema is right aud Araerl- 
lean I They want subjecU. If this policy Is to 
prevail will It not inevitably lead to Knglaud's 
condition of to-day. to wit, jollifying over the 
death of republics aud glorifying over the 
crowning of a king I (iod spare America from 
that awfui hour. DemocraUsre unalterably op- 
posed to any policy leading in that direction. 
We are not opposed to growth and commercial 
expansion. Ou the contrary we are aware of the 
importance, If not necessity, of l>oth. We realize 
that a country no more than an individual can 
afford to sund still. We know that we must go 
forward or will go backward. But we would 
rather do business with a free and ambitious 
people than a cowed and subjugated one. We 
wish to hold no people back in the race of life, 
but want all to press onward and upward, fear- 
ing none in thecoulest. All the world is akiu 
to us, and the elevation of any people is bound 
to help all the balance of mankind. We all go 
up or go down together. In politics, as Id 
other matters, the right thing Is always the 
proper thing to do. When all the world shall be 
free, aud humanity has reached Its most ad 
vanced stage, America and Americans will be 
found In the lead. 

The Democratic party has ever favored proper 
territorial acquisition upon free and fair term*, 
but never has aud never will advocate the taking 
f same by force. The recent order of General 
Smith in the Philippines, "to kill and burn and 
make -amar a Howling wilderness,'' killing all 
males over ten years as soon as seen, without 
cause or trial, wa> not a Democratic measure, 
Htid the man that conceived and Issued that or- 
der would not be allowed to wear an Americ an 
uniform another day if Democrats had control of 
thK country. That order will remain a black 
spot upon our tlag-the only one of its klud-but 
it will not be without companion* :f w.- . : - 
ItatM in the colonial business I pity the Amer- 
lcau soldier in thtse possessions, aud have no 
harsh word for him because he executes the or- 
■ lers of his superiors: I, tit I feel the shame, as 
every true Americau must, of his superior's at - 
The subjugation of a people Is cruel in Itself, and 
It cannot be accomplished by other than out- 
rageous and disgraceful means. While I am 
ashamed, yet I am not surprised at what has 
happened in tbe Philippines. If possible, I look 
for worse to follow under the existing policy. 

Commercially speaking the 1'htllppihes wtli be 
worth infinitely more to us as a tuition than a* a 
colony. The war there ha< cost us. so far, more 
than our profits on our present trade with them 
would amount to in jut) years. 

The Democratic party does not now and 
never has stood for a narrow poller. During the 
present session of CMgNM we have voted to 
build an Inter-ocean canal, to extend the bless- 
ings of statehood to three territories, to improve 
the rivers aud harbors of our country, to water 
the arid lauds of the West, to reduce taxi-, to 
restrict improper Immigration stop anarchy and 
advance and improve the general Welfare <>' our 
common country. We have opposed aud will 
continue to oppose the pending at.d all other 
wars of subjugation. Ours, a peaceful nation, 1.. 
the only one on earth engaged iu tbe waging o( 
a war to-day, and that is a war of cruel, unholy 
conquest against a people who simply want to 
be free. 1 want nothing for myself that I am not 
willing to grant in kind unto others. That is 
my idee of right and Democracy. 

For these things we stand and along these 
lines we will make and win tbe approaching 
fight. 

In conclusion, my frieuds. permit me to return 
to you, ami through you to the v ery kind Demo- 
crats of this district, my most sincere and pro- 
found thanks for the renewed honor of this 
day. 1 would be a strange aud singular man in- 
deed if I did not feel Mattered hy tbe events of 
this hour. To be elected to a seat iu tbe great 
Americau Congress is an ambition worthy of 
any man. and to be tbe member of as large and 
intelligent and patriotic a constituency as com- 
poses this district is uot tbe privilege of e\ cry 
member. Few, indeed, enjoy such a distinction . 
aud upon none has it ever been conferred with 
more kindness and open-hearted geuerosiiy than 
upou myself. Twice has the great Deinccratu 
party of this district uuauiiuously selected me 
aa its standard bearer, and the people of this 
district gave to me the largest vol* ever cast for 
any man lor any office. As 1 stand here to a> 
cept this nomination 1 feel a double >ttn e 
of pride and gratitude. 1 feel that It comes both 
aa a tribute from my friends and a reward from 
my couutry uieu for acccpub.e seivices render- 
ed. My greatest ambition iu lile has been to 
properly discharge nil obligations thai I assumed 
and the sweetest joy I feel to-day is the m use ol 
endorsement conveyed by tb s nomination. 
Promptly aud to the best of my ability 1 have 
res|Hiuded to every call made upou me by a 
resident of this district, regardless of sex, color 
or politics, aud I have not missed a Democratic 
caucus or cast any other kind of a vole since I 
have beeu iu Congress. While true to my party 
I have faithfully tried to be the Representative 
of the whole people. My record of the past will 
be iny conduct of tbe future. 

Ou yonder hillside, within the sound of your 
pleasing huzzas, I was born. Within this good 
old town aud with this kind people,! have spent 
all the days ol my life. Over every loot of these 
beautiful bills and this fair valley I romped In 
boyhood daya- Here all of my children were 
born. Krom here to tbe throne of God ascended 
tbe aplrlt of my great and good mother. Here I 
have met aud conquered all the obligations of 
life aa they grew upon me, aud when my tlao- 
iball come, bere I want to "rest by tbe wayside "

Mark Will Soon Be 
Ware's Troubles.

One million pensioners on Uncle Sam's 
roll. This is the (treat total that is likely 
to be soon reached. Instead of diminish- 
ing, the number of pensioners is steadily 
increasing, and the million mark may be 
passed in a short time. A special state- 
ment that was made up yesterday at the 
request of the Commissioner showed the 
total of 998.808 pensioners on the rolls 
April 30th. 

Should Congress adopt some legislation 
favorable to pensions next year, or soon 
thereafter, there would be no way of tell- 
ing how many pensioners I'ncle Sam 
would Lave on his roll. It may surprise 
some to know that there are now pend- 
ing in the pension office 165,889 claims 
for pension, of which 33,011 are due to 
the war with Spain. 

Commiseioner Ware is having a diffi- 
cult time in trying not to lay down a 
policy for considering pension matters. 
He has been pursued by a perfect army 
of attorneys and (irand Army of the Re- 
public men and by people on the other 
side of the question, who want to influ- 
ence him one way or the other. He says 
thev actually follow him out to Kansas 
and try to reach him through his wife 
and even more distant relatives.

Indiana Threaten Trouble. 

Washington, June 19.— The war de- 
partment has transmitted to the In- 
terior department information that 
trouble is threatened among the 
Apache Indians on the San Carlos 
reservation, in Arizona, on account of 
the proposed shutting off of beef and 
other rations after July 1 next. The 
action of the war department la based 
on reports received from General 
Funston, commanding the department 
of Arizona, saying that tne Indians 
are very much agitated over the pro- 
posed action of the government, and 
predicting that In case the rations are 
discontinued, the Indians will take 
beef and other supplies wherever they 
can get them In that section, regard- 
less of consequences. Governor Mur- 
phy of Arizona Is In the city, and has 
received advices along the same line. 
As a result of these reports, It is un- 
derstood that the Interior department 
will suspend the order of discontinu- 
ance of the rations. 



Chicago, June 19. — The corn pit was 
again the scene of a turbulent mob of 
grain speculator. Prices soared sky- 
ward under the manipulation of tbe 
crowd that has cornered Juiy options, 
ami as quickly dropped with a thud. 
Every trader in the pit was kept 
guessing as to what would be the 
price at the end of the day. Natural 
conditions were entirely Ignored. In 
the first 10 minutes advances of 1ft 
cents were made. In the next hour 
prices slumped 3 cents. 

All sorts of conjectures were made 
as to the final outcome of the corner. 
Private elevators are making contract 
corn as fast as possible. In order to 
grade In and overcome the congested 
condition. In three days 500.000 bush- 
els have been made. 

Just as earnest Is the bull clique to 
keep cash stocks out of this market. 
Country markets are rushing corn 
here to take advantage of the high 
prices, but opposed to this movement 
is that of the bull operators, who are 
buying up cash stuff and sening It at 
a discount to prevent large arrivals. 
Efforts are even being maue to ship 
stuff to Milwaukee to grade in that 
market. 

July options practically control all 
action on the board of trade. At the 
opening they sold Vs to 1V& cents high- 
er than the previous day's closing 
price, the first two sales being made 
at 68 cents and 69 cents. From the 
top figures there was a constant and 
rapid decline brought about by a 




whipsawing process of the bulls, until 
July touched at 66 cents. September 
options showed strength following 
July, but did not fluctuate widely. 

Lynchers Foiled. 

Wheeling. W. Va.. June 19. — Charles 
Scott, the negro, v.-ho shot and killed 
Samuel Jones and Mrs. John Dull, and 
who was threatened with lynching by 
the Hungarian friends of the murder- 
ed woman, was spirited away by the 
sheriff during the night. The sheriff, 
accompanied by 12 guards, arrived at 
Connersville, the scene of the crime, 
shortly after midnight. The guards 
were stationed at the entrance to the 
cabin containing Scott and t"he mob 
was driven back, still muttering 
threats against the negro. At 2 a. m., 
the husband of the murdered woman, 
aided by the mob, moved on the cabin 
and Anally broke In the door, but the 
guards had secreted Scott. They got 
him out through the cellar unobserved 
and managed to get him to Steuben- 
vllle, where he was safely jailed. 

Dr. Lee Wing Lands. 

San Francisco, June 19. — The Chin- 
ese bureau is in a ferment over the 
landing of Dr. Lee Wing from the 
steamer Gaelic on Friday last. The 
physician Is 74 years old, a graduate 
of Yale, and dressed in the garb of a 
European. It is evident that he passed 
the inspector at the gang plank with- 
out a doubt of his right to land, for 
he had "declared" on his baggage and 
paid $15 on dutiable articles, which it 
contained. Feeling secure In his pa- 
pers of naturalization to American 
citizenship, he then went ashore, no 
one recognizing his Asiatic blood. He 
Is now on his way to New Haven, 
Conn. 

Wharton's Gift. 

Philadelphia. June 19.— L-urlng tne 
one hundred and forty-sixth annual 
commencement exercises of the uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Provost Har- 
rison announced that Joseph Wharton, 
founder of the Wharton School of 
Finance and Economy, at the univer- 
elty, had Increased his endowment of 
th" school from $200,000 to $500,000.

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The Venice Escapade. 

London. June 19.— The text of the 
findings of the court of Inquiry In the 
case of the United States naval offi- 
cers Imprisoned at Venice in the lat- 
ter part of April throws new light 
upon the affair. It now appears that 
the United States consul at Venice, 
Henry A. Johnson, and the lawyer 
provided by him for the defense, 
urged the officers to plead that they 
were violently drunk. This they ut- 
terly declined to do. Rear Admiral 
Crownlnshield, commanding the Euro- 
pean squadron, in reviewing the find- 
ings of the court severely censures 
Captain James H. Dayton, the com- 
mander of the Chicago, for not per- 
sonally attending to the defense of the 
officers, and comments on the revolt- 
ing indignities suffered by the officers 
while confined at Venice. Under the 
circumstances, Admiral Crownlnshield 
holds a "courtmartlal would be a 
farce." Captain Dayton's court of in- 
quiry minutely traces the movement 
of the officers of the Chicago on the 
day of their arrest, and says that 
Lieutenant J. S. Doddridge and Sur- 
geon R. S. Ledbetter were 'affected 
by liquor to a noticeable extent, but 
were not Intoxicated in the ordinary 
meaning of the term, and there is no 
evidence that the other parties were 
effected by drinking." 



Harper Denies It. 

Chicago, June 19.— The report that 
John D. Rockefeller had given the 
University of Chicago |750,0O0, not 
heretofore announced, was denied by 
President Harper. "The report that 
this sum came from Mr. Rockefeller 
is untrue," said Dr. Harper. "The 
money came from different people — 
about 40 of them. I am not at liberty 
to give out their names, and hence can 
not answer the question whether Mr. 
Rockefeller was among the donors."

SALVADOR AROUSfcD.* 

Periston of Arbitrations Court In 
Burrell Cane Create* a Kurror. 
New Orleans, June 19— The latest 
news from the republic t,f Salvador, 
via Guatemala, Indicates a state ot 
frenzy aroused by the recent decision 
of the Washington court of arbitration 
in the Burrell case. The president ot 
the little republic and most of tht 
members of the national assembly 
have signed a pronunciamento to the 
people, declaring that the decision ot 
the court was a scandal and a crime; 
that the Judges were bribed; that the 
Salvadorean representatives were 
treated in a scandalous fashion, and 
that Dr. Zaldiver. one of the Salva- 
dorean representatives, was recreant 
to his trust, and now is in Europe tc 
escape the results of his actions. 

Smugglers at Work. 

Havana, June lit.— The nonarrival 
of the I'nited States consul general to 
Havana and consuls appointed to Ma- 
tan/as. Cienfuegos and Santiago has 
resulted in seriously delaying com- 
merce with the United States. Since 
the evacuation of the island by the 
United States forces, piracy and smug 
gling along the Cuban coast have in- 
creased enormously. The collectors 
of halt a dozen ports are constantly 
requesting the assistance of revenu* 
cutters. The chief offenders are 
■XBCttikl from Jamaica, Nassau and 
Barbadoes. There are only two cut- 
ters available to guard 2.000 miles of 
coast line. Four others owned by the 
government are at present out of com- 
mission. Six smacks, which were vio- 
lating the turtle fishery laws, have 
been captured. Many others are un- 
der survaillance. and probably will be 
captured on the arrival of assistance. 

Policeman and Rioter Shot. 

New York, June 19. — A meeting of 
the striking dyers' helpers, held at 
Patcrson. N. J., was followed by a 
riot, in which one policeman, Charles 
Robinson, received a bullet wound In 
the arm. Tne wounded striker was 
shot in the neck. He waa carried 
nway by his comrades and the police 
have not learned his name. The trou- 
ble did not last long, and the mob was 
soon dispersed and quiet restored in 
the city. The strikers visited tne 
various mills to order men out. At 



one mill they met resistance and trou- 
ble ensued. The police were called. 
The strikers hurled volleys of stones 
at the mill, smashing every pane of 
glass in the building, and then forced 
their way through the main entrance 
and drove out the employes. In the 
melee shots were fired, with the above 
results. 



Additional Priiea For Airships. 

St. Louis, June 19.— Rules and reg- 
ulations to govern the selection and 
work of the juries of award at the ex- 
position and the rules of the arishlp 
tournament have been adopted *y the, 
exposition executive committee. The 
rules governing the airship tourna- 
ment were delivered to Director of 
Exhibits Skiff, who will make them 
up in a few days. In connection with 
the airship tournament the executive 
committee decided to offer aututtonal 
prizes, to be given for motors for air- 
ships or dirigible balloons. 

Waller at Chicago. 

Chicago, June 19. — Major W. T. 
Waller of the United States marine 
corps, who was recently courtmar- 
tlaled for carrying out the "kill" order 
of General Smith In the Philippines, 
passed through the city early on his 
way to the Brooklyn navy yard. With 
Major Waner was a detachment of 
298 marines. The party stayed over 
only long enough to have their cars 
Inspected. Major Waller refused fui- 
ther to discuss army matters. 



Good Crowd at Ascot Races. 

London, June 19.— Sunny weather 
and the promise of good sport were 
quite sufficient to attract big crowds 
to Ascot Heath, without the presence 
of King Edward and Queen Alexandra. 
The king has practically recovered 
from his indisposition, and their ma- 
jesties are to go to the races in state. 
The Prince of Wales represented the 
royal family at Ascot. 



Washington. June 19. — The house 
went into committee of the whole and 
entered upon the consideration of the 
general deficiency appropriation bill. 
While Mr. Cannon, who was in charge 
of the bill, was trying to arrange for 
the division of time, he announced 
that if he could have his way congress 
would adjourn sine die before July 4. 
The announcement was greeted with 
applause on both sides of the house.
